66 EAR SIR,—Our Mr. Smith hopes 

to call upon. you in the course of 
a few days, and solicits the favour of your 
orders.” 

You are a business man “somewhere in 
Ireland ''—ae will locate you in the sunny 
South for choice—and, as you inspect your 
mail.one morning, the above missive from 
one of your suppliers strikes your eye. It 
is anything but unfamiliar to yor, and 
you will probably see it and others like it 
again before you retire from business. As 
you toss the card to your buyer—‘‘ Any- 
thing on the list to-day for these people ?’’ 
—you may be pretty sure that our Mr. 
Smith is coming your way at what we 
trust is a legal speed. If it is Monday 
morning, he has left his home in the 
Dublin suburbs some time around 9 a.m.— 
or earlier—called in at his office for a 
hurried survey of his letters, and is 
certainly well on his way out the Naas 
road by 9.30. You need not fear that he 
will go astray: for he is following a 
well beaten commercial track, and there 
are plenty to keep him company. 

Our Mr. Smith is one of the younger 
generation of commercial travellers. He 
is well set up and well dressed. He is 
‘‘dead keen’’ on getting business. He 
drives a car at dangerous speeds. Later 
on he will get stout and comfortable- 
Jooking (if business keeps good), and will 
aid and abet other stout contemporaries 
in denouncing ‘‘ these young travellers,’’ 
who by that time will probably be using 
single seater “ Moths ” and getting fined 
for flying too low. | 


A FINE DAY FOR IT. 


We shall be merciful to our Mr. Smith, 
and give him at least a fine day for his 
journey. He must be in Limerick to- 
night, and en route he must “ work” 
Maryborough, Roscrea and Nenagh. A 
big proposition? Well, it depends upon 
the number of calls he must make in 
every town, and also upon the size of his 
sample range. If he has agencies with a 
big connection and a big range, this pro- 
gramme might be much too ambitious for 
him. He might even have to give a day. to 
every one of the towns mentioned; but 
this would be exceptional, and we shall 
give our Mr. Smith a few agencies which 
can be fairly quickly worked. 

He is not the least fortunate of men 
as he speeds over the road to the South 
on this fine morning. To be sure, business 
is not so good as it used to be—like 
Punch, “*it never was’’—but there is 
still some knocking about for the man 
who looks after it; and what a pleasant 
prelude to looking after it is this hum- 
ming from town to town through ever- 
changing scenery! Not that it is all a 
picnic—but let us follow our Mr. Smith 
and see what his life is really like. 


THE “INS” AND “OUTS.” 


On this journey he runs through Naas, 
These he can 
““work’’ later on by a short run from 
Dublin. At present he is facing a fort- 
yiight’s work on the Kerry and West Cork 
grounds, and can only afford to take in 
the more distant and more important 
towns on the way down. Maryborough is 
reached without a stop, and here he starts 
work.

No. 3—Will have “a look through.”

No. 4—Has a decent order. 

No. 5—Has a complaint about the last 
goods sent in. On being assured that this 
will receive attention, and being pressed 
to order, gives instructions to have 
samples sent from the firm. 

No. 6—Has a fairly good order. 

It may be further stated that Nos. 1 
and ó will probably want nothing, and 
that No. 5 will almost certainly not order 
off the samples when they come in.

NEEDS PHILOSOPHY. 


Take it by all and large though, Mr. 
Smith has not done so poorly for these 
times.. He may be inclined to feel annoyed 
at having had to call perhaps two or 
three times—on Nos. 1 and 3 without 
result—but, if he is a philosopher, as all 
good travellers should he, he will realise 
that this is his misfortune and nobody’s 
fault. Yet he has worked really hard— 
interviewing one customer after the other, 
turning out and showing samples, pushing 
business with all his might, talking the 
same old sales-talk over and over again, 
until the process becomes so dangerously 
near to the mechanical that it calls for 
all his efforts to keep it infused with the 
necessary conviction and interest. Few 
goods ever sold themselves: fewer than 
ever sell themselves against the high 
power competition of to-day. The sales- 
man must be tactful with his customer, 
must get him interested, but must guard 
against “‘pushing’’ him too hard, must 
be on the alert for every point that will 
give him an opening for the introduction 
of a particular “ line.’’ 

One factor to ease his task is nearly 
always present. It is with pleasure that 
I, who have had some nine years’ 
spasmodic experience of the “ road,’’ bear 
admiring witness to the virtually never- 
failing courtesy extended to commercial 
travellers by the Irish business men. It 
is sometimes a source of wonder to me 
how such men, who will have, perhaps, 
nine, ten, or more travellers calling on 
them in.one day, preserve not only their 
equanimity, but their gift of friendly 
greeting. It must be remembered that, 
while trying to deal with all these 
travellers—a few of whom, perhaps, will 
have forgotten what ‘“Good-bye’’ means '— 
they have to keep an eye on their own 
customers and establishments. It speaks 
well for their kindly natures to say—as I 
can—that in nine years I have experi- 
enced only two instances of discourteous 
treatment. 


DINNER DIALOGUE. 


We must return to Mr. Smith. All this 
calling back has made inroads on his time, 
and he must “‘ rush’’ his dinner and push 
on if he is to keep up to schedule, Iiven 
though rushed, dinner comes as a welcome 
interval wherein to meet brother travellers 
and talk anything but ‘‘shop’’ with them. 
As a matter of fact, the dinner-time con- 
versation nowadays generally turns on 
remarkable performances of individual 
cars, when every man’s imagination takes 
airy flight to the realms of the super- 
car, which has come to earth in the sole 
image of his own trusty possession. In 
such a gathering manufacturers of motor 
cars would be highly gratified to learn 
models attain far 
greater speeds and consume far less petrol 
than they had imagined possible in their 
most optimistic moments. 

Dinner over, perhaps a “rush order ” 
has to be written out and posted ; and then 
cvwards again—to Roscrea. Here Mr. 
Smith tackles the same routine work on 
fresh personalities, with greater or Jess 
success. He is, perhaps, working some- 
what more feverishly as evening draws on 
and he contemplates the forty odd miles 
to Limerick, with Nenagh to be ‘‘worked 
in between. We notice him firing ath 
cases back into his car at high speed.

Recurrence of the Hen Problem. 


A reader of the “ Diary ” sends me what 
[ must admit to be a bit of a conundrum. 
He asked me what I would do if placed in 
the position in which he’ found himself. 
Many readers, Í am sure, would have 
done just what be did, which was— 
nothing. From his account it appears 
that he was driving from Donnybrook 
towards Milltown last Sunday, at a pace 
which, he says, was not. more than fifteen 
miles an hour, when he ran down a hen. 
At first his thoughts were to pull up, find 
out the owner and compensate her; but he 
quickly decided to accelerate and “ carry 
on.” ; 

“ My reason for doing so.” he writes, 
“was the remembrance of a precisely 
similar case recently, when a doctor friend 
of mine killed a hen on the Dundalk road. 
This doctor, wishing to do the charitable 
act, pulled up, found the owner, and 
graciously handed to her the sum of three 
half-crowns. ‘ Now, go on with yerself,’ 
said she; ‘and only that much for me hen 
which lays an egg a day,’ and she started 
to decry motorists in general and the 
doctor in particular before an audience 
which had collected, and let it be known 
that this wonderful hen was the sole sup- 
port of the family. Finally, to get out of 
the mess, the doctor parted with twenty 
shillings.

Donnybrook Changes, 


Changes are taking place in the appear- 
ance of historic Donnybrook. Portions of 
each side of the village are being taken 
down in accordance with the decision to 
widen this section of the main thoronugh- 
fare between Bray and Dublin. Incident- 
aily it has been found necessary to 
encroach on the old churchyard, the bury- 
ing ground of many notable families before 
the days of Mount Jerome and Glas- 
nevin; statesmen, bishops and merchants 
of old repute lie buried there. The ground 
contains the grave of Bartholomew Moss. 
founder of the Retunda Hospital, and the 
famous Archbishop King, perhaps the 
most notable of all the Church of Ireland 
bishops. 

Near the churchyard the famous Trish 
family of Ussher lived, and their ancestors 
are laid here to rest. One of the Usshers 
founded the first Irish printing press for 
the printing of books in the Gaelic 
language. His son—a young man of 
promise-—-was drowned before his father’s 
eyes while crossing the dangerous ford of 
the Dodder, where Anglesea Bridge now 
stands. In the same quarter is the 
famous Donnybrook Fair Green, which was 
founded by a charter from King John. 
The Fair was held every August, and was 
a fashionable venue, until it became a 
place of drunkenness and ill-repute, and 
was suppressed as a public nuisance in

The Irish Book of Common Prayer. 


I think, a friend writes, that you under- 
value your correspondent’s copy of the 
Book of Common Prayer in Irish and 
English, printed in 1712. Many collectors 
of Gaelic books would be glad to get it, 
and it fetches a moderate price when it 
turns up on the Dublin quays. That 
edition was printed in London, and was 
the second edition of the Trish translation. 

The first book ever printed in Gaelic 
was the ‘Book of Common Order,” 
commonly called ‘‘ John Knox’s Liturgy,” 
It was printed in Edinburgh in 1567. The 
Book of Common Prayer was first printed 


in Ireland in 1608, five years after the. 
Irish translation of the New Testament. - 


Your correspondent possesses the second 
and enlarged edition of 1712. A third 
edition was printed in Dublin in 1832, and 
copies of this bring only half-a-crown. 

By the way, my friend adds, I have 
never seen the volume of Anglican sermons 
printed in Irish in London in 1711. It 
contains sermons by Tillotson, and by Dr. 
Beveridge, Bishop of St. Asaph. Probably, 
copies survive in many Irish houses. In 
London, in 1712, was published also in 
Irish ‘‘ The Church Catechism explain’d 
by way of question and answer; and con- 
firm’d by Scripture proofs.”’

Mr. Arthur Sinclair, who, along with 
other members of the Irish Players, is re-

has had a wide experience of the stage, 
and his presentation of the name part ia 
Mr. McKeown’s play is one of his best 
performances. 

Mr. Sinclair, who was born in Dublin 
in 1883, the son of the late Mr. John F. 
McDowell, was educated at the Marl- 
borough street Training College, and in 
early days studied for the law. He turned, 
however, to the stage, and made his first 
appearance at the Abbey Theatre with 
the Irish National Theatre Society in 1904 
as Daine in “On Baile’s Strand.” 

He played in London in the following 
year in “ Spreading the News,’’ and soon 
firmly established himself as a stage 
favourite. He toured America in 1911, 
and then, after playing at the Abbey 
Theatre, formel his own company and 
played in all parts of Great Britain and 
Ireland with much success. 

Mr. Sinclair has made some notable 
appearances in some of the known 
Irish plays. He has portrayed Conchubar 
in “ Deirdre of the Sorrows,’’ Bartley in 
3 Riders to the Sea, and James Brogan 
in “Shanwalla’?; and in Mr. G. B.

ANNUAL FEASTS AND 
REUNIONS. 


PILGRIMAGES FROM 
OVERSEAS.

ANY famous fairs are held in Great 
Britain at the latter end of the year, 
and some of these are not only of great 
antiquity, but .aave attracted Royalty 
itself. Bartholomew Fair, Greenwich and 
Edmonton Fairs in London, and Veter- 
borough in the provinces, all had this 
honour accorded to them, but, alas! the 
first three were abolished as nuisances. 
The sad case of Bartholomew Fair is 
particularly interesting, because if was 
started by one, Rahere, who had been 
jester to Henry I. Rahere had not for- 
gotten his juggling tricks when he became 
an abbot and founded the old priory and 
church of St. Bartholomew in Smithfield ; 
and the numerous miracles performed at 
the shrine were regarded as the result of 
his ingenuity. However this may be, 
the establishment of the priory and the 
fair synchronised. 


ONIONS AND GEESE. 


The great fairs of to-day are Barnet and 
Mitcham in London—real showmen’s fairs 
long established—and Birmingham Onion 
Fair, Nottingham Goose Fair and st. 
Giles’s. Oxford. Every year excursions 
from all parts of England are run to them. 
Indeed, many people come from abroad 
attend them; for they 
reunions to scattered 


purposely to 
serve as joyful 
families. 

Llandaff, which has the greatest fair in 
Wales, can boast. that it goes back to the 
first century, A.D. The pre-eminently 
great fair in Ireland was that held in 
Donnybrook, a few miles outside Dublin ; 
but it was abolished long ago. 

The British fairs of much use at the 
present time are those at which horses and 
live stock are exposed for sale, and even 
these have greatly decayed in importance. 
Of these, some held on the borders of the 
Scottish Highlands and elsewhere i 
Scotland were wont to be frequented 
buyers and sellers from all parts of 
Kingdom. Such are the fairs, or 
as they are called, at Falkirk, Doune, etc 
At other great yearly fairs in the South oi 
Scotland Jambs are sold. 

As for the Birmingham Onion Fair or 
the Nottingham Goose Fair, you would 
have to search a long time to find their 
supposed commodities offered for sale 
They have become mere pleasure fairs, 
although they are still important events 
in the calendars of these famous Midland 
cities, lasting days and occupying one of 
the main streets. 

In Nottingham they begin to talk about 
their festival for weeks in advance, re- 
marking on “‘ Goose air weather,” “ Goose 
Fair tricks,”’ or Goose Fair trade.’’ The 
goese, however, does not keen on 
being present to bless the event; but a 
considerable amount of. money changes 
hands, principally on the merry-go-rounds 
the booths (which still include the fat 
woman), the dancing tents and the shoot- 
ing galleries. 


OLD ESTABLISHED. 


A goose fair was formerly held in many 
English towns about the time of Michael- 
mas, when geese were plentiful. That 
held at Nottingham was the most impor- 
tant: so that here is:a fair of which 1 
can be said that it is not-of mere modern 
growth. Nottingham has always been 
celebrated for its fairs. An eight-days 
event in September, and one of fifteen days 
in November were granted by Edward L. 
Two other fairs were establishea hy Anne, 
of which the present one has survived. 

Birmingham Onion Fair, too, goes Lack 
a great number of vears, as do all the 
other minor fairs established all over the 
country—indeed, all over the world—tfor 
the sale of pastoral produce. There are 
cabbage fairs, dairy fairs, potato fairs and 
agricultural fairs. 

Many curiosities are 
fairs. The London frost 
sulted from an occasional freezing of the 
Thames. had a character and individuality 
of their own. One of the most remarkable 
of these was held in the winter of 1683-4. 
when the frost lasted two months. Bulls 
were baited, a fox hunted and an ox 
roasted. The ice was eleven inches thick, 
and a new city was formed on the river,

When 
the annual overflow of the Nile converted 
the lower level of its valley into a watery 
waste, the entire population would crowd 
in barges to the various festivals held in 
the principal towns, or in the neighbour- 
hood of great temples. 

There was bustle and barter, and so in 
the Middle Ages fairs up in 
Europe, just as in Egypt—that is, the 
period from about A.D. 476 (the fall of 
the Roman Empire) to A.D. 1453 (the 
capture of Constantinople by the Turks).

Governor Smith’s Challenge. 

In accepting the Democratic nomination 
for the Presidency of the United States 
Governor Smith has given fresh proof of 
courage. He has decided to stake his 
prospects on the issue of prohibition. 
Until Wednesday it had seemed that 
prohibition would be a chose jugée in the 
coming struggle; for Mr. Smith had de- 
clared that, while he hated prohibition, he 
would continue to respect the law. America 
inferred from this statement that, if he 
should become President, he would not 
attack the prohibition laws during his 
term of office. The inference was unsound. 
Mr. Smith will respect these laws so long 
as they are on the Statute-book, but, if 
he becomes President, he will propose 
drastic alterations. In his speech at 
Albany he said that a President had two 
constitutional duties. One was to enforce 
the laws; the other was to recommend 
such measures as he held to be necessary 
and expedient. Since, in his view, the 
prohibition laws were undermining the 
whole structure of American society, he 
would recommend changes ; and the people 
would determine whether these changes 
ought to be made. Mr. Smith will not be 
content with a modification of the 
Volstead Law, which defines as intoxicat- 
ing. any beverage containing one-half of 
one per cent. of alcohol. He stands boldly 
for the removal of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution, which forbids 
the manufacture or sale of intoxicating 
liquor. Mr. Smith would allow every State 
to fix its own alcoholic standard, subject 
to a maximum fixed by Congress, which, 
presumably, would permit the consump- 
tion of light wines and beer. Concerning 
the Eighteenth Amendment he said: “I 
personally believe in an amrendment which 
would give to each individual State, only 
after approval by a referendum, the right 
wholly within its.borders to import, manu- 
facture—or cause to be manufactured— 
and sell alcoholic beverages, the sale to be 
made only by the State itself, and not 
for consumption in any public place.” In 
other words, Mr. Smith proposes to sub- 
stitute for prohibition—with its vast and 
ugly train of corruption and illegality— 
the plan which is working successfully in 
some of the Canadian Provinces. 

Many Americans taink that. Governor 
Smith's challenge to prohibition has 
ruined his chances at the polls. They 
argue that it will frighten thousands of 
“dry” Democrats in the South. More- 
over, the Protestant Churches, as a whole, 
still support the prohibition law, though 
they may deplore the defects and abuses 
of its administration. It is supposed that 
Mr. Smith's challenge will intensify the 
suspicion with which southern and 
western Protestants, even when their 
leanings are Democratic, regard a Roman 
Catholic candidate for the highest office 
in the State. On the other hand, however, 
Mr. Smith’s reputation for courage and 
honesty commends him to the intelligent 
citizens of both parties; and it will be 
strengthened enormously by the manner 
in which he now risks his political life 
on a national issue. Furthermore, many 
hundreds of thousands—perhaps, many 
millions—of Americans are _ heartily 
ashamed of the lawlessness and wickedness 
that disgrace the working of prohibition. 
They will admire, and many Republicans 
will be moved to support, a candidate who 
proposes to reform the prohibition laws 
and to insist upon the strict observance 
of those which may replace them. Already 
Mr. Smith has won a _ distinguished 
convert. Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 
the President of Columbia University, 
once a Republican candidate for the Vice- 
Presidency of the United States, has 
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attain is enjoyed at present. Our [London 
Correspondent reported yesterday that 
American tourists are estimacsd to spend 
£120,000,000 annually in Europe, of which 
about one-half is spent in these islands. 
If Ireland could secure, of the American 
traffic alone, a share proportionate to her 
area and natural beauty, the adverse trade 
balance of the Free State would dis- 
appear. 

High credit is due to those whose zeal 
and skilful organisation have made this 
August so enjoyable and so profitable ; 
but a few amendments of this year’s 
arrangements may be suggested. In the 
first place, efforts ought to be made to 
extend the Irish season over a longer 
period. Hotels are obliged to turn away 
guests in August; in July they are 
seldom full, and in May and June, when 
Ireland is at her loveliest and the rivers 
the best they are 
almost empty. Attractive events, there- 
fore, ought to be organised in other 
months than that in which, at present, 
the whole festivities of the year are 
packed. The organisers of 
Tailteann did well to hold some of the 
contests on the Shannon and others in 
Cork, and the Ulster Tourist Trophy 
Race, by coincidence, diffused the festive 
air in Ulster. The policy of extending 
to all parts of the island the events which 
draw strangers to our shores is wise; for 
it stimulates an internal tourist traffic, 
and thus keeps at home money which 
Irish holiday-makers otherwise would 
spend abroad. There is a sorry lack of 
subsidiary amusements. ‘Theatrical fare 
in Dublin often falls below the standard 
proper to a capital and lacks 
variety. In Cork and in Belfast it is 
poorer and rarer. At Killarney and other 
places where great numbers of holiday- 
makers congregate there is virtually no 
diversion for the evening hours. In any 
continental city, during the 
season, a fever of activity will minister 
to the holiday-makers’ pleasure. Cheap 
services of charsed-hancs and other vehicles 
ply incessantly between the hotels and 
places of interest. A Londoner is taken 
to the Riviera and gets some crowded 
days of sight-seeing and amusement for 
a total cost of twelve guineas. A pound 
a day will cover in Ireland only fares 
and lodging, and satisfactory amusements,

A. Great‘ Airship. 


The great vessel, R 101, which is being 
constructed at the Royal Airship Works, 
Cardington, will mark an important stage 
in the conquest of the air.. Airships 
lost considerably in prestige after a series 
of terrible accidents some years ago. Now 
the defects of the Zeppelin-like airship 
have been overcome, and it is expected 
that the R 101 will inaugurate a pas- 
senger airship service throughout the 
Empire. It is twice as large as any 
previous airship, and it will differ in 
appearance somewhat from the familiar 
cigar-shaped structure. The length is 724 
feet, the height 140 feet and the displace- 
ment 155 tons. The maximum speed 
probably will be over seventy miles an 
hour. This airship is designed to carry 
about a hundred passengers, but its suc- 
cessors will be larger and “will carry a 
greater number. The R 101 has been 
built mainly to test the principle of the 
design and to prove that airships are 
safe, in spite of the accidents which have 
happened in the past. Six mooring 
towers, in addition to that at Cardington, 
are in process of construction, or will be 
built in the near future, on the Suez 
Canal, at Karachi and in South Africa, 
Australia, New Zealand and Canada.. The 
home trial flights probably will be made 
in the coming spring, and, if all goes 
well, trial flights to India and Egypt may 
take place in the autumn of next year. 
Heavy oil, instead of petrol, will be used 
on board as a precaution against the 
risk of fire in tropical latitudes. The 
progress of construction has been rapid. 
Indeed, when airships take a leading

Three gala weeks in Dublin close 
to-morrow. A highly successful Horse 
Show has been followed by the Tailteann 
Games, and the gaiety of the city’s adorn- 
ment has been appropriate to the mood 
of its people and its visitors. Not yet is 
the influx of visitors or the high tide of 
pleasurable excitement at an end: for, 
although the delegates to the Public 
Health Congress have departed, those who 
will attend the Congress of the Institute 
of Jourialists are assembling, and next 
Thursday the arrival of the United 
States Secretary of State will make 
Dublin the temporary centre of interna- 
tional interest. The gain to the Free 
State capital of this social traffic is 
immense, and it is shared by the whole 
country. Dublin is the gateway to the 
holiday grounds of Donegal, Connemara, 
Clare, Kerry and Cork. That the Dublin 
season serves not only to draw, but to

Hidden Rivers. 


There is a curious interest in 
thing that pertains to rivers—in their 
history, their source and their habits. 
which generally are regular, but some- 
times prove to be strange and unexpected. 
A disappearing river is a baffling, but not 
an, unprecedented, vagary. There are 
rivers beneath the City of Dublin that are 
unknown to map-makers. In spite of the 
efforts of geologists and of a hydrologist, 
no explanation has been found of the 
course of the River -Hamps, on the 
borders of Staffordshire. The Manifold, a 
sister river to the Hamps, which, like 
‘“ Alph, the sacred river,” also runs down 
to a sunless sea, was tracked last year by 
an ingenious colour test. Even this 
method, however, has failed in the case of 
the elusive Hamps. The Peakland dis- 
trict, through which these streams run, 
says a writer in The Times, is honey- 
combed with underground passages, 
caverns and subterranean lakes and 
rivers. There is evidence, in this area, 
of great disturbances during remote 
geological periods. Upheavals and sub- 
sidences have twisted the rock into 
fantastic shapes, and fissures occur which 
go to a great depth. When a river leaves 
the surface of the earth in such an area 
its ultimate destination becomes obscure. 
The Hamps was coloured green at a short 
distance above the point where it disap- 
peared, but no colour was visible in a 
stream that appeared five miles away, and 
was believed popularly to be the resurgent 
Hamps. A well-known and usually suc- 
cessful water-diviner was employed, but 
even his arts did not find a solution of 
the mystery.

AMALGAMATE.

CHICAGO, Friday. 

4 merger of Mid-Western and Far 
Western Railways is expected to take 
place within a few days, in order to 
eliminate competition in passenger and 
freight, rates, and to avert the general 
strike: which is scheduled to start on Sep- 
tember 2.

DISCOVERY ON A STEAMER.

SUPPOSED S.0.S. FROM 
LOST AIRMEN. 
From Revurer’s ConRESPONDENT. 

$ NEW YORK, Freday. 
Considerable doubt is being cast upon 
the authenticity of wireless messages pur- 
porting to come from the crew of the 
aeroplane Greater Rockford, in which Mr. 
Hassell and Mr. Cramer attempted to fly 
from Ontario to Greenland as the second 
Stage of an America to Sweden flight 
‘These messages have been picked up by 
wireless amateurs. in various parts of the 
United States, and, commenting upon 
them, Mr. Hiram P. Maxim, the head of 
the American Amateur Radio League, de- 
clared that if the messages were a hoax 
it would be historic, being the first in- 
stance of anyone with a perverted sense 
of humour amusing himself in such a way, 


REASONS FOR SCEPTICISM. 
The position given—‘‘ 100 miles north 
of Newfoundland '’—is hundreds of miles 
off the airmen’s course, and this has 
caused many to doubt the message. 
Another cause of scepticism is that one 
of the men who received the S.O.S. stated 
that whoever sent it was a good opera- 
tor, whereas, as a matter of fact, neither 
of the airmen is an expett telegraphist, 
according to their friends. 
The most comprehensive message was 
received by Mr. Joseph Williams, a wire- 
less amateur at Toledo, who claims to 
have spoken with the airmen for ter 
minutes on a wave length of 42 metres.

POLICE ABANDON

“There is not the slightest doubt that 
the missing rector was my passenger,’’ he 


said. ‘‘I recognised the photograph 
immediately. He came aboard at Cher- 
bourg on August 4th: with three suit 


cases, all bearing thé name “Hutchinson. ' 
He was very chatty during the voyage, 
but never discussed his private affairs. - 

‘“I used to go into the cabin at night 
and talk to him, so that I got to know 
him very well. He seemed to be rather 
nervous, but in no way eccentric. “Mr. 
Hutchinson wore ordinary lounge suits 
throughout the trip, but he changed into 
clerical dress an hour or two before he 
landed at Quebec. 

“ He did not appear to be short of 
money, and before leaving the ship he 
distributed gratuities to the men who had 
waited on him during the voyage.’’ 

Mr. J. Rimmer, second steward on the 
Empress of Scotland, said that he also 
saw a lot of Mr. Hutchinson during the 
voyage. ‘‘ He was a nice dapper. little 
man, who read a lot. He was constantly 
in our library. There is no doubt at all 
that he is the missing rector. I could 
recognise him in a million.’’ 


ENTRY ON LINER’S INDEX. 


The stewards communicated with the 
Southampton police yesterday morning, 
and an examination of the index of 
passengers _on the liner revealed the 
following entry : 

‘“‘Hutcuinson, FRANKLIN, aged 41, mar- 


ried: Church of England: destination 

Chateau Frontenac Hotel, Quebec.”’ 
The rector’s name appeared under the 
heading of “tourist, third class,” and 
he was described as a ‘settler.’ The 
passenger, whom the stewards identify as 
Dr. Hutchinson, landed at Quebec. 
The news that Mr. Hutchinson had been 
traced as having left for Canada created 
no surprise among the villagers of 
Doddinghurst, where it was learned that 
Mr. Hutchinson spent a great deal of time 
in the Dominion, and actually took one of 
his degrees at Lincoln College, Toronto, 
but, so far as could be ascertained, he has 
no relatives there. 


PATRON’S DEATH. 
Arrangements have been made for carry- 
ing on the Services of the church, and a 
churchwarden suggested that the living 
will be sequestered, “ as Mr. Hutchinson 
has resigned the living by default.”’ 
Matters are somewhat complicated by 
the fact that the patron of the living, the 
Rev. F. A. Adams, died last week. The 
contents of his wil] have not yet been dis- 
closed, so that the present patron of the 
living is not known. Mr. Adams was 
seventy-five years of age, and was rector of 
Doddinghurst for thirty-one’ years. 
was ill when Mr. Hutchinson left 
village, and died without knowing that 
any trouble had arisen. 


NOT YET TRACED IN

A GOLD PEN TO SIGN THE 


TREATY,

PARIS, Friday. 
Mr. Kellogg, the United States Secre- 
tary of State, and Mr. Mackenzie King, 
the Canadian Prime Minister, with their 
staffs, arrivéd at the Gare Saint Lazare 
this morning.

The last stage of the Ile de France’s 
voyage, that from Plymuoth to Havre, 
passed uneventfully. The Ile de France 
berthed at» Havre-between 3 and 4 a.m. ; 
at 6.30 a party of French officers and 
Rear-Admiral Burrage, from the United 
States cruiser Detroit, went on board to 
greet the two statesmen and conduct them 
ashore. 
M. Ceccaldi, the Prefect of the Seine 
Inferieure, welcomed the visitors on 
behalf of the French. Government, and 
handed a bouquet of roses to Mrs. Kellogg. 
M. Leon Meyer, the Mayor of Havre, 
speaking in the name of the French 
people, then addressed Mr. Kellogg and 
Mr. King separately. .He asked Mr. 
Kellogg to accept the gold pen, and to 
let it be used by every delegate who signed 
the Peace Pact. Mr. Kellogg returned 
thanks for a magnificent present, which 
he would be glad to use when signing the 
treaty, the inspiration of which he 
modestly declared to be French, since “ it 
is due to your great Foreign Minister, M. 
Briand.”’ 
Count Uchida, the Japanese pleni- 
potentiary, a former Prime Minister, and 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, arrived at 
an early hour.from Tokio, whence he had 
travelled through Siberia. In a statement 
to the Press he says that the conviction of 
Japan, in which Government and people 
are at one, is that the conclusion of the 
Pact will be a new landmark on the road 
towards an era of lasting and universal 
peace.

SUCCESS ON HER FIRST 
ATTEMPT. 


- 


For the second time this year a woman 
has conguered the English Channel. Miss 
Hilda (Taddie”) Sharp, the eighteen 
yéars old London girl, after a swim from 
Cape Gris Nez, which lasted 14 hours 58 
minutes, landed at Lydden Spout, between 
Dover and Folkestone, yesterday after- 
noon. 

She had made a magnificent effort to 
set up a new record for a Channel. swim 
by a woman, and to win the prize of 
' £1,000 offered by a London newspaper, and 
had failed by 24 minutes, the best time 
being 14 hours 34 minutes by Miss 
Gertrude Ederle, the Ameri¢an swimmer, 
on August 6th, 1926. 


35 WITNESSES. 

On the tug Alsace, which accompanied 
her, were 35 witnesses, including Mr. Joe 
Costa, the timekeeper; Mr. Wolffe, and 
Mr. T. W. Burgess, who acted as un- 
official pilot. 

Miss Sharp passed a Civil Service ex- 
amination, but as there were no vacancies 
she took a domestic situation at Brighton. 

Mr. Wolffe states that her stroke 
is an unique one, consisting of the 
“trudgeon,’’ with the “double scissors,” 
which gives her great propelling power. 
He has described Miss Sharp as “the 
human submarine.”’ . 

At one time Miss Sharp, who was 
making her first attempt, appeared certain 
to lower the women’s record, but the tide 
held her back for fully four hours, caus- 
ing her to drift out of her course. 


THE TURN OF THE TIDE. 

She left Cape Gris Nez at 12.50 yester- 
day morning, and made a direct course 
until she caught the flood tide, which 
took her up Channel. She was first 
sighted off the English coast about noon, 
when about four miles off the Southern 
breakwater at Dover. At 1 o'clock she 
passed the end of the Admiralty Pier, 
being still about four miles off the shore. 
Her brother, Leading Seaman S. Sharp, 
of H.M.S. Dundalk, chartered a motor 
boat at Dover, and joined the convoy just 
before 2 o'clock, and shortly afterwards 
another woman swimmer jumped in from 
the tug to encourage the plucky girl. 
Cheered by those on the escorting boats, 
Miss Sharp made a series of gallant 
spurts, but was unable to make much pro- 
gress owing to the tide. 


THE LANDING. 

When she was about two hundred yards 
from the shore Mr. Jabez Wolffe jumped 
in from the @ig Alsace and swam ashore. 
where he selected a landing place and 
beckoned to the swimmer. At 3.48 Miss 
Sharpe waded ashore, somewhat weakened 
by her final efforts. 
After a short rest Miss Sharp was taken 
on board the tug Alsace, which steamed 
to the Prince of Wales Pier at“ Dover, 
where she had an ovation. 
After a ‘bath and a short rest she re- 
turned to Boulogne on the tug. 
“T have been training with Mr. Jabez 
Wolffe for twelve months,’ she said in an 
interview, “ and this was my first attempt 
to swim the Channel. A Miss Joyce 
Bouch, whom I met at Cape Gris Nez, was 
also on the boat, and she jumped in 
‘several times and swam with me. It waa 
a great encouragement. I am very, very 
proud to have accomplished the swim at 
my first attempt.” 


MUSIC ON THE TUG. 
She added that trouble with her knee 
during the latter stages of the swim 
probably prevented her from beating the 
record. She was cheered by the music 
played to her on a banjo and a ukelele 
during the swim. 
Miss Sharp’s victory is remarkable for 
the fact that only six days have elapsed 
since another woman, also a Londoner, 
succeeded. Last Sunday Miss Ivy Hawke, 
of Surbiton, landed at Dover after swim- 
ming from Cape Griz Nez in 19 hours 
16 minutes. The best time for a Channel 
swim was accomplished by the French- 
man, Michel, who in 1926 crossed in 11

BRITISH G.P.O. INDICTS 
MANUFACTURERS. 
An explanation of the Postmaster- 
General’s action in placing in France a 
contract for the supply of bronze wire 
for the British telephone service was 
given in an official statement issued by 
the Post Office yesterday. 
The statement points out that the Select 
Committee on Estimates, after consider- 
ing the effect of a “ring” on prices to 
the Post Office, recommended that the 
Post Office should have a free hand to 
accept tenders from abroad in cases where 
it was unable to obtain satisfactory 
evidence that the prices quoted by British 
manufacturers were not excessive. 
“In the present case,” the statement 
adds, “there was no satisfactory evidence 
to that effect and considerable evidence to 
the contrary.

FRANCE AND THE 
RHINELAND. 


THE QUESTION OF 
EVACUATION,

From ‘‘ Tue Times’? CorresPoONDENT. 
PARIS, Friday. 
The report issued after yesterday's 
meeting of the Cabinet, though brief and 
non-committal, did not conceal that the 
outstanding problems of foreign relations 
were discussed. The most important 
question for France is that of the evacua- 
tion of the Rhineland, and upon this a 
unanimous agreement, subscribed to by 
men of such divergent views as M. 
Painlevé and M. Louis Marin, is said to 
have been reached. 
It is generally agreed that the signing 
of the Pact for the renunciation of war 
is not a suitable, occasion upon which to 
discuss particular problems of foreign 
policy ; but .it is plainly improbable that 
during Herr Stresemann’s conversations 
with M, Briand and M. Poincaré the 
question of Rhineland evacuation will 
not be, at least, mentioned. Even if the 
Paris ceremonies pass off with the subject 
no more than touched upon, there remain 
the frequent meetings between the French 
and German delegates at Geneva, when 
if cannot fail to be more fully discussed ; 
and it is essential that the French Govern- 
ment should be certain of its own mind 
in advance. 
_If the reports of yesterday’s delibera- 
tions are correct, the French Government's 
view has not changed or been modified. 
Herr Stresemann will be informed that 
France still regards the occupation of 
the Ritineland as a guarantee which she 
cannot abandon without greater economic 
security than is afforded by the present 
German acceptance of the Dawes plan; 
and, further, that she regards questions 
of the occupation and evacuation as affect- 
ing not only France, but all the Allied 
Powers, and could not, therefore. consent 
to engage in a purely bilateral discussion 
with Germany. The question of evacua- 
tion is, according to the French view, 
intimately correlated with that of repara- 
tions, and even with inter-allied debts, 
and no useful purpose could be served by 
a discussion which did not include these 
questions also.

THE ADJUDICATORS. 

The decision was announced by Mr. Nugent 
Monck, director of the . Maddermarket 
Theatre, Norwich, and one of the leaders 
of the Little Theatre movement in England. 
He had sat at the adjudicators’ table on each 
of the ten nights of the contest. In the 
beginning he was accompanied by Mr. 
William Armstrong, of the Liverpool Reper- 
tory Theatre; and Mr. Dudley Digges, of the 
New York Theatre Guild, was his fellow- 
adjudicator on four of five performances. 

The winners, with Miss Belle Johnston as 
producer, played ‘‘ Professor Tim ” and a 
modern detective sketch, ' The River of 
Light.” The Limerick amateurs presented 
tá Sun Up ” and “ Augustus Does His Bit.”’ 

Both were produced under the honorary stage 

direction of Mr. J. J. Hayes, Dublin. 

Mr. Lennox Robinson took the chair, or, 
to be more correct, the stool, at the proceed- 
ings, which were carried go NN I in the 
presence oí a full house, including many 
well-known theatre-goers, of whom Mr. 
Ernest Blythe, the second man in the Free 
State Government, was one. When all were 
in their seats, Mr. U. Wright, the Abbey 
electrician, gave a beautiful demonstration of 
the lighting equipment of the Peacock stage. 

DIRECTOR'S REMARKS. 

Mr. Monck, before announcing the 
placings, gave a summary of the 
notes of the adjudicators on the 
work of each one of the competitors. 
Of the first prize-winners, he said that “ Pro- 
fessor Tim” had evidently been well re- 
hearsed. The part of Tim was played too 
slow for the size of the theatre. he second 
play, “ The River of Light,” should have 
been a film, for it was extraordinarily lacking 
in the psychology that is of any use on the 
stage. The Limerick Players showed very 
ood team work in ' Sun Up,” but the act- 
ing was not hard enough. The players lost 
some of the effect of the hard play by being 
too sympathetic. He had special praise for 
the staging and the general production. 
Special. trouble had been taken with the de- 
tails of the Shaw play, but it was not cun- 
vincing. ee 6 

The faults of the Father Matthew Society's 
production of “The Witness for the De 
fence ” were not those of the actors, but of 
the producer. The pace was too slow, and 
there were far too many unnecessary Cross- 
ings of the stage. Crossing the 
stage after the delivery of a line was 
an old stage trick, which was utterly ruinous 
to realism. It was a stagey play, with 
which actors could hardly behave in any but 
a stagey manner. Their second presentation, 
“ E. and O.E.,”’ is one of the most excellent 
farces that he had ever seen, and he enjoyed 
their playing of it. The costume worn by 
the wife, while very nice, was not in keeping 
with the play. hat led him to the re- 
flection that women too often do not con- 
sider the psychology of the play weeu choos- 
ing their dresses. 

THE OTHER PLAYERS. 

The Morning Star players were extremely 
sincere, but unfortunately sincer ty did not 
make for good acting. This and other societies 
would have been better if the prompters had 

s been, more efficient. 

In Dublin considerable interest was taken 
in the Argosy Players, whose producer was 
Mr. Frank Fay. r. Monck said that they 
began “The Whiteheaded Boy’’ too slow. 
The women were weaker than the men. The 
second play, ‘“‘Crabbed Youth and Age,” 
required lost of that undefinable thing, 
charm, and in that the players were laci:- 
ing. The method of production was un- 
necessarily old-fashioned and stagey. There 
was too much adhesion to the exploded idea 
that people on the stage must, under all 
circumstances, face the audience. 

“The Singer,” one of the selections of the 
St. Aidan’s group, required finished acting 
rather beyond amateurs. The play suffered 
from lack of production, by which he did not 
mean lack of elaborate staging and scenery 
and lighting, but just simply lack of common 
sense. The exits and entrances were muddled, 
and there was no attempt at balance. The 
producer was evidently suffering from a 
dread of committing some offence against 
theatrical tradition. Their ‘‘ Fortunato ”’ 
was spoiled by the old idea that everyone 
must face the audience. 

THE GLASGOW COMPANY. 

He praised the capacity of the Tirconnell 
Plavers, Glasgow, for hard work, but their 
““ fathleen O'Gara ” had enough plot in it 
for half a dozen dramas. 

He confessed that ‘‘ The Long Road to 
Garranbroher,’’ one of the selections of the 
Columba Players, Glasgow, was beyond his 
capacity to judge. It was pure sentimentality, 

. and the picture house, not the theatre, was 
the place for that. They must have put all 


their bad acting into the sentimental play,. 


for they were quite good in the farce, ‘‘Paid 
in his own Coin.” 

AN IMPORTANT SECTION OF THE 

GAMES. 

Mr. Lennox Robinson, in expressing to Mr. 
Moncks the thanks of the Aonach Tailteann 
Committee, the players and, the audience 
said that it seemed to him that they owed 
a big debt to Aonach Tailteann for giving 
them the opportunity of holding this com- 
petition. As far as he knew, such a com- 
etition had only been held once before in 
reland, at the Father Mathew Feis. He 
knew that it had taken “a certain suasion 
and compulsion on the Aonach Tailteann 
‘Committee to make them include this im- 
portant section in the Games, but he felt 
that they should be grateful to the Com- 
mittee for giving them the opportunity of 
expressing in Ireland their interest in dramatic 


art. 

He hoped that the judge had realised the 
handicap that some country societies had 
been under in this competition; they 
came to a little theatre very perfectly 
equipped with facilities that they were 
unused to, and, instead of friendly audiences, of 
hundreds from whom they. could rely on 
getting laughs at certain stages of the play, 
they were playing to dozens who might upset 
the timing of the action of the play by 
omitting the laughs where they were ex- 
pected. 

IRISH DRAMATIC ART. 

Irish dramatic art was one of the most 
striking, most important, features of Irish 
life. During the last thirty years it had gone all 
over the world, now it was beginning to 
go all over Ireland. Ten or twelve years ago 
the artistic tastes of the people in the small 
cities and towns of Ireland were fed on 
rubbishy -melodramatic Irish plays and 
rubbiehy English farces. It was only in the 
last five Or six years that the Irish people 
had begun to turn their attention to modern 
Irish and English plays. The modern Irish 
dramatic oe Sg might appear very. crude 
to Mr. Monck; but if he knew thes sort cf 
plays that amateur companies were producing 
in rural Ireland ten years ago he wo 
appreciate the enormous strides that had been 

e. He took off his hat to Aonach Tailteann 
for its assistance to the Irish drama, and 
thanked Mr. Monck most sincerely for his fair 
and dispassionate adjudication. .

“Englishmen” (says the Manchester 
Guardian in a leading article) “will watch 
with interest the future of the Censorship 
Bill in the Irish Free State. The vigorous 
attagk on it made by Senator Yeats should 
ge 3: a resistance, and liberal opinion will 
e everywhere sympathetic to such opposi- 
tion. e issue in Ireland is by no means 
simple. Religious parties and passions are 
involved, and one aim of the measure is to 
prevent the spreading of knowledge about 
birth control, which is a matter ef policy 
and has obviously no connection with a State 
surveillance of literature in general. On this 
latter point the bill is very strongly worded. 

“The five arbiters appointed by the 
Ministry of Justice to hear complaints will 
have power to suppress*any writing which 
‘tends to inculcate principles contrary to 
public morality.’ It may be very difficult to 
make suitable definitions when instituting a 
censorship and laying down its powers. That, 
of course, is an important argument against 


thought and writing. But nothing could be 
more dangerously vague than the suggested 
instruction, which can mean as much or as 
little as personal inclination desires. 

“TH the Free State accepts this bill it 
will have its mind under the suzerainty of 
some unknown masters to be appointed at a 
single person’s discretion. The Minister of 
Justice, in short, will be able to put: half 
the world’s classics in prison. 

‘Tt is a proposal which would be strictly 
opposed in this country. Our stage censor- 
ship is quite enough. The fact that it is 
working less stupidly than it did does not 
encourage us to extend a similar discipline 
to all forms of writing, and there must be 
many in Ireland who will share Senator 
Yeats’s dread of instituting such an autocracy 
over the mind of a nation.” 


TOWN-PLANNERS’ TOUR. 
THE WONDERFUL SHANNON 
SCHEME. 

Limerick yesterday evening, 
ike, London, Secretary of the 
Garden Cities and Town-Planning Association, 
stated that the members who had seen the 
Shannon power scheme were greatly struck 
by its magnitude. He described it as a 
wonderful piece of engineering skill. 

Limerick, he said, would reap the full 
benefits of the scheme, as new industries 
would grow up in and around the city. For 
that reason he suggested that steps should 
be taken by the local authorities, as in Eng- 
Jand, to have a survey made of the existing 
conditions and the possibilities of the city 
and the district.

Digges :—‘‘ Speaking for the players, 1 think 
it 1s proper to say that they were obliged to 
perform some of the plays on an extremely 
small stage, and must thave been hampered 
by the limited space in which they had io 
move around. In such circumstances it is 
remarkable that they did so well. In all 
cases the actors are to be congratulated on 
the earnestness of. their efforts‘and in a few 
instances I noticed a real feeling of character, 
time, mood and simplicity, I would suggest 
that an effort be made by all societies to 
interest some older people in taking part in 
plays; as, in several productions, middle- 
aged characters were played very unconvinc- 
ingly by young people; such people should not 
necessarily have had experience, but they 
should be interested and flexible. I also 
venture to hope that it will be possible to 
conduct competitions of this kind yearly, and 
the aim will always be towards the more im- 
portant dramas and comedies, not forgetting 
experiments in the modern field. Better plays 
make good actor’s better.” 

HIGH PRAISE. 

Mr. Digges congratulated the Father 
Matthew Players “on the possession of some 
very versatile players, and I would like to have 
seen them in a more important play. They 
were particularly good in the short play. The 
Dundalk Dramatic Club gave a spirited per- 
formance of their two plays. They have 
vitality and speed and they were well 
directed. They are on the right track. I 
wish to congratulate very heartily the College 
Players on the excellence of their production 
of ‘‘Sun-Up.”’ In direction acting and atten- 
tion to detail; in setting and lighting, a very 
fine standard “was achieved. 

“I regret I have to with-hold from this 
performance the slight margin of one mark; 
but the complete perfection which would 
warrant the full percentage was just missed. 
As, in the case of the Father Matthew 
Players, I am delighted to observe the 
versatility of some of the College Players.”’ 

THE ONE GREAT IMPRESSION. 

Mr. Monck said, in reply to the demon- 
stration of appreciation, that for the ten’ 
nights that he had acted as adjudicator, he 
had enjoyed himself hugely. The one great 
impression that he had got was that practi- 
cally everybody that he had seen on the 
stage could act, had acting in them, had 
brought emotional interest into their playing. 
The acting material that he had seen was 
really wonderful, more so than anything he 
had ever geen in England. He was convinced 
that acting was second nature with the Irish, 
and he was overjoyed to learn that it was 
being cultivated along the right lines. 

Most. of the plays produced were realistic, 
but there were too many indications that the 
traditions of the nineteenth century were 
still honoured by their amateur producers. 
Technically, it was important that the person 
speaking should hardly ever face the audience. 
The voice, and not the face, should express 
the emotion. In saying that he spoke in 
general terms. People on the stage should 
try to make themselves believe that they 
were in a room with four walls, and not 
three walls and footlights. If the actors 
could not act with sufficient emotion to work 
up the climax in the old-fashioned way, they 
should try the effect of whispering. 

ADVICE TO AMATEURS. 

Continuing in a chatty and discursive style, 
he pointed out to amateurs many little things 
in stage work which are not to be found in 
the text books, but which are very effective. 
One such -was the crossing of the stage in 
opposite directions at the same time. That 
made a ‘‘scissors,’’ which always looked bad 
on a small stage. The choice of plays was 
all-important. It was not worth while for a 
little crowd of amiable people doing a thing 
for their own amusement, and not for pay, 
to do bad work. They should undertake a 
good play, and not an admittedly bad 
one, and they should’ never forget 
that the worse the play the harder 
it is for amateurs to act it. Professional 
actors knew that the passages hardest to 
deliver effectively are those written badly. 

He dwelt at some length on the part that 
amateur theatrical socieies can play in the 
spreading of what is, for want of a better 
word, called culture in the villages and small 
towns of any country. Tragedy, comedy, 
satire, when presented to people’s eyes and 
ears, were powerful instruments of thought. 
He begged of the Irish societies to keep very 
far away from the plays which were just 
sloppy sentiment. They should leave what 
was known as ‘‘ sob stuff ” to the films. No 
amateur theatrical performance should ever 
be given for charity, and societies should not 
give free seats. They should take the stand 
that, if their play was worth seeing, it was 
vorth the paying for. If, perforce, they had 
to play for charity, they should insist on the 
audience being charged double prices and pay 
pay for their going to Heaven in an amusing 
way. Another advice of his was to discour- 
age the star actor or actress. Anyone could 
play a leading part, because the author did 
the work for him and led up to it, but it re- 
quired study and hard -work to make a 
secondary part of importance in the produc- 
tion. 

In conclusion, he put out the suggestion 
that the amateur societies of Ireland, of 
whose quality he had a very happy ex- 
perience, should some together in some sort 
of a federation such as that of the British 
Drama Society.

SECOND RAID IN A WEEK. 


STAFF ORDERED NOT TO 
MOVE. 


For the second time within a week a Union 
Jack was taken from a flagstaff at the to 
of Messrs. E. and W. Seale’s premises, on 
Westmoreland street, Dublin, by an intruding 
party. 

The previous occasion was on the afternoon 
of Teves week, when Messrs. Seale’s 
estabilshment was one of a number of build- 
ings from which Union Jacks were taken. 

At @ quarter past nine yesterday morning 
about a dozen men collected outside the pre- 
mises, into which seven or eight of them 
entered. In a threatening attitude they ap- 
proached members of the staff, and ordered 
them not to move. Each of the intruders 
placed his hand in his right-hand coat pocket, 
as if holding a revolver. 

Three or four of the raiders went up the 
stairs and pulled the flag from its pole, after 
which all of the party left. 

The flag had been lent to Mr. Seale by a 
friend to replacé the one that was stolen last 
Friday. 


INSURANCE OFFICE RAIDED. 


Yesterday evening four young men entered 
the offices of the Royal Insurance Company, 
Limited, 44 Dame street, and smashed open a 
door at the top of the building. From a 
room overlooking the street they removed a 
flagstaff on which a Union Jack was flying. 
One of them put the flag under his coat, and, 
with his companions, hurriedly left the build- 
ing. A Civic Guard in walicem arrested a 
man outside the building from which, it is 
said, he had just emerged. A detective ar- 
rested another man a short distance away. 

A man with a Union Jack in his possession 
was arrested in Crown alley by a Guard in 
plain clothes, and another man was arrested 
at Wellington quay, both having been pur- 
sued from Dame street.

PRESBYTERIANS IN CANADA, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—In the May issue of the Quarterly 
Register, the organ of the world’s Presby- 
terian Alliance, Dr. J. R. Flemming, of 
Edinburgh, criticises a new book—‘' Dr. 
Moffatt on  Presbyterianism'’’—for _ its 
“faults of omission,’’ and cites an example 
as follows:—‘‘ The United Church aí 
Canada, which is just referred to in passing, 
might have been quoted as an example of 
Presbyterianism expanding into something 
bigger than itself, dnd yet not departing 
from its essential principles.’’ Dr. 
Flemming’s statement, published world-wide, 
is sO contrary to fact, so unfair to the 
Presbyterians in Canada and so unjust to the 
“essential principles ” of Presbyterianism in 
all lands, that I trust you will kindly give 
space for correction. 

The “ United Church of Canada” has a 
right to her own principles, but they are 
not Presbyterian. She has four Presby- 
terian names, '' Elder,” ‘‘ Session,” ‘‘ Presby- 
tery,” ‘‘Call’’—all of them stripped of 
their Presbyterian meaning—but she has 
not a distinctive Presbyterian principle. 
One “ essential principle ” of Presbyterianism 
is democracy. The people are the Church. 
No man has any place or voice in the 
management of the Church, in any of her 
higher Courts, in Presbytery, Synod or 
General Assembly, until he has been first 
chosen to office by the people—called as a 
‘minister or elected as an elder. In the 
“ United Church of Canada’’ this principle 
jhas no place. Not a member of the three 
Courts of that Church—‘ Presbytery,” 
““ Conference ’’’ or “ General Council ’’—need 
be of those first chosen to office by the 
people. All are officially appointed, irre- 
spective of any choice, at any time, by the 
people. It is clerical and official autocracy— 
unlimited, complete—to which Presbyterians 
have ever refused to submit. 

A second “ essential principle ” of Presby- 
terianism is the “ parity of presbyters ’’— 
the equality, in all the higher courts of the 
Church, of elders and ministers. One-half 
the membership of Presbytery, Synod and 
General Assembly must be ruling elders, 
chosen by the people. In the ‘ United 
Church of Canada’’ this principle has no 
place. The minister has rights in all the 
three Courts of that Church. Half their 
membership must be ministers; but the 
““elder,” so called, has no rights beyond his 
own congregation. The ‘‘ non-ministerial ” 
half of these Courts, all officially appointed, 
need not include a single ‘‘ elder,’ or any 
other first chosen to office by the people. 

A third ‘‘ essential principle’’ of Presby- 
terianism is that all in office, elders and 
ministers, entrusted with the care of the 
Church, are pledged to that Church and 
its principles, to maintain and defend them. 
In the “ United Church of Canada”’ this 
principle has no place. Those in office are 
pledged to nothing in the Church, but have 
absolute power over it, to do with it what 
they will—‘‘ power to alter, change, to unite 
with any other religious denomination,’’ of 
any kind, on any terms they may choose. 

A fourth Presbyterian principle is that the 
people keep the door of the Church through 
which must enter its ministry. No man is 
ordained to the ministry of that Church 
unless for some special work—as, for 
example, a missionary, until he receives a 
call from a congregation of the people. In 
the “ United Church of Canada ”’ this prin- 
ciple has no place. Men are ordained to the 
ministry without any reference to a call from 
the people. 

A fifth “essential principle’? of Presby- 
terianism is that the people of a congregation 
have the right to choose their own minister. 
No power in the Presbyterian Church can 
intrude upon a congregation a minister whom 
they have not called and do not wish to call. 
In the “United Church of Canada” this 
principle has no place. The people “ may 
extend a call or invitation ”; ‘‘ but the right 
of appointment shall rest with the Settlement 
Committee . ... which shall report to the 
Conference for information only.” Autocracy 
again! The rights of the people no more! 

A sixth principle of Presbyterianism is its 
ledged acceptance of the great truths of 
Seri ture as these are summed up for the 
Baglieb-apesking world in the Westminster 
Confession and Catechisms. The “ United 
Church of Canada’’ has cast aside these 
Westminster standards, and subscribes to no 
system of truth, not even to the “ Doctrinal 
Statement ” in its own “ Basis of Union.” 

Presbyterian principles still live, here as in 
all other lands. In 1925, when attempt was 
made to blot out their Church by Act of 
Parliament, the local Presbyterians would 
not surrender their principles and rights at 
the ultra vires dictation of usurping 
ecclesiastical or civil power, but maintained 
those principles and rights, and continued 
their Church unchanged. To-day that Presby- 
terian Church in Canada has a communicant 
membership of nearly one hundred and 
eighty thousand, grouped in some thirteen 
hundred congregations, forty-four Presby- 
teries, eight Synods and one General 
Assembly, and extends from Atlantic to 
Pacific,,; with an: open door of welcome to 
Presbyterians from other lands who make 
Canada their home. 

Dr. Flemming can choose either horn of the 
dilemma—either make good his statement by 
naming the “' essential principles’’ of Presby- 
terianism in the “ United Church of Canada,” 
or, by failure to do so, acknowledge that 
statement is error.—Yours, etc.,

THE TAILTEANN MARATHON. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—I motored to Garlow Cross this after- 
noon for the purpose of satisfying myself, by 
local inquiries, that the point described in 
the Cyclists’ Touring Club Irish Road Book, 
Part 2 (North), and in Gall and Inglis’s 
“Cdntour’’ Road Book of Ireland, as 
“Philpotstown Cross Roads’”’ is the same 
point as is now known as Garlow Cross 
(Garlow Cross Post Office). It is. Garlow 
Cross was the starting point of the Tailteann 
Marathon race. The C.T.C. Road Book gives 
the distance from the G.P.O0., Dublin, to 
Philpotstown Cross Roads, measured along 
the river through the Phenix Park, Castle- 
knock and Blanchardstown, as 244 miles. 
The ‘‘Contour’’ Road Book gives the 
distance, measured by the more direct route 
via Stoney Batter, Prussia street and Old 
Cabra road to Cabra Lodge, as approximately 
the same. (It is difficult to ascertain accurate 
fractions of miles from the ‘‘ Contour” Road 
Book.) 

The distance from the G.P.O. to Phibs- 
borough Church is given by Mecredy’s 
'“ Cyclist and Pedestrian Guide to the Neigh- 
bourhood of Dublin’’ as 1 mile, 320 yards. 
The distance -from Croke Park to Phibs- 
borough Church would be approximately the 
same—possibly a little less. To ascertain the 
distance of the Tailteann Marathon race, a 
circuit of the quarter-mile track at Croke 
Park, plus the distance from the entrance 
gate to the finishing point of the foot races. 
should be added to the above distance. The 
mileage recorders usually fitted to motor cars, 
unless very. carefully adjusted, do not give 
accurate measurements. As a rule, they err 
by recording a greater distance than is 
covered. The speedometer fitted to the car 
on which I travelled was not an exception to 
the general rule. It made the distance con- 
siderably greater than that given in either of 
the standard authorities quoted above— 
greater even than the “full Marathon 
distance.” .To its credit I should add that, 
like the speedometer of the car used by the 
others who measured the course in this 
manner, it gave the distance as being the 
same in both directions.—Yours, etc.,

LADY HEATH ON IRISH 
OPPORTUNITIES.

The Irish Aero Club gave a dinner to Lady 
Heath, the well-known Irish airwoman, in 
the Hibernian Hotel, Dublin, last might. 
Mr. M. P. Rowan presided, and there was 
a large attendance, which included Sir James 
Heath. 

Senator Gogarty proposed the toast of 
“Our Guests.” They were proud, he said, 
to welcome such distinguished guests, who 
were so ready to come over and foster their 
Irish Aero Club. It was in keeping with 
the character of Sir James and Lady 
Heath. Lady Heath had helped to spread 
the fame of Ireland’s sons and daughters 
in aviation all over the world. 

Lady Heath, replying, said that she had 
breakfasted in Barcelona, lunched in Lon- 
don, and had tea in Sweden, but never be- 
fore had she been given a dinner in Dublin. 
In Ireland they were a little out of touch 
with the world, and this was due, perhaps, 
to the tradition that they had behind them, 
But, let them not forget that the fact uf 
being Irish, and of doing ee a little 
differently from every other people, was tle 
biggest asset they had. 

IRELAND’S OPPORTUNITIES. 

She would like to congratulate them on 
the formation of a light aeroplane club. 
Light aeroplanes all over the world were now 
recognised as the outward and visible sign 
of the ‘‘airmindedness ” of a people. When 
she came over to Dublin last year she had 
hoped to interest people in civil aviation. 
By means of light aeroplane clubs, young 
men and women csuld be taught to fly, and 
the people of the country generally would 
become interested in aviation. Once people 
got the ‘‘air mind’’ they never ost it. 

They had wonderful opportunities in Ire- 
land or the development of aviation, prin- 
cipally because they were cut off from Europe 
by another country and a large stretch of 
water, which made it a necessity. Patriotism 
was not always buying the things which 
their own country cán CÁ Patriotism was 
often buying the best in the world’s market, 
and by that encouraging their own peopie 
to produce something better than the world’s 
best. That was what they had to aim at 
to-day in aviation. She believed that there 
was a great future befcre the Irish Aero 
Club and aviation generally in this country. 

Lady Heath then went on to speak of the 
ease, comfort, and safety of flying to-day, 
particularly as regards light aeroplanes. She 
also laid emphasis on the beauty of flying. 
People were able to see their country from 
an absolutely new angle. 

Mr. M. P. Rowan proposed the toast of 
“The Irish Aero Club,’’ and said that they 
were making haste slowly, and laying solid 
foundations. This was the first aero club in 
Ireland, and they wanted it to be successful, 
as a tribute to its founders. 

Mr. M. McDunphy spoke to the toast. 

FORTHCOMING LECTURES. 

“The Future of Irish Aviation ” was pro- 
posed by Colonel Charles Russell. Lady 
Heath, he declared. ranked as one of the hest 
fliers in the world. 

Speaking of the commercial aspect of 
aviation, he said that when Wright made his 
first. flight his engine weighed 24lbs. to each 
horse power unit developed. To-day, 
engines were made on a ratio of 3lb. weight 
per horse power. What was now wanted 
was a cheaper and lighter fuel. Petrol was 
too heavy and bulky. In the programme for 
the promotion of the Irish Aero Club, it was, 
he announced, proposed to inaugurate a series 
of lectures on aviation. 

Mr. J. J. Reddy seconded. 
Mr. Fintan Fitzpatrick, 
that he had been astonished at the interest 
that was being taken everywhere in their 
club. He suggested that it might be pos- 
sible to make an arrangement whereby their 
members could attend the technical lectures 
given at Baldonnel Aerodrome during the 
autumn and winter. He had found that 
flying was a simple matter. With people 
to-day it was not a question of courage, but 
merely a lack of initiative. 

Sir James Heath thanked the Irish Aero 
Club for the wonderful reception given to his 
wife. He held that by lectures the club 
could do a lot towards getting the people of 
the country ‘‘ air-minded.’”’

TRADE WAGES. 


AGREED REDUCTIONS.

We are informed that the followin ice 
was posted in the different bakeries is Dublin 
last night :— 

‘The Dublin Master Bakers’ Committee 
as a result of conferences held under the 
auspices of the Ministry of Industry and 
Vommerce, having agreed to withdraw the 
notice of the 22nd June last, have further 
agreed with the representatives of the Irish 
Amalgamated Bakers’, Confectioners’ and 
Allied Workers’ Union that instead of the 
reductions set out in the said notice of 22nd 
June the following reductions will be made 
in the weekly wages of the undermentioned 
classes of workers on the several dates herein 


set. forth, viz. — 

‘* VANMEN receiving 8ls. and over—3s. on 
the first pay day in September, 1998; 2s. on 
the first pay day in October, 1928; 2s. on 
the first pay day in January, 1929. 

‘Moron Men :—ls. 6d. ‘on the first 
day in September, 1928: 
pay bse in October, 1928 

‘' STABLEMEN—2s. on the first pay day i 
September, 1928; 2s. on the first oy day ha 
October, 1928; 2s. on the first pay day in 
January, 1929. 

“CHECKERS, YARDMEN AND OTHER WorRKERS 
receiving 68s. and over—2s. on the first pay 
day in September, 1928; 2s. on the first pay 
day in October, 1928; 2s. on the. first pay 
day in January, 1929.” 

As will be seen, the final operation of 
these reductions will not come into effect 
op the HE par day in Janúary, 1929. 
Negotiations have been pre ir - 
ha nd proceeding since Sep 

As the result of the conferences the amount 
deducted from the wages of the vanmen will 
be 4s. less than the sum demanded in the 
original notice served by the Master Bakers 
on June 22 last. Proportionate modifications 
have been made in the demands respecting 
the other workmen. 

The present reduction is 7s., becoming 
operative in three “ cuts ” of 3s., 2s., and Qs. 
on the first pay days in September, October 
aud January next, respectively, in the case 
of vanmen receiving 81s. and upwards per 
week. Motor men, stablemen, checkers and 
yardmen, and other workers are having their 
wages reduced in proportion. 

_Up to the present there has been no reduc- 
tion in the wages of these classes of workers 
trom the highest amount fixed in the war

“Do you mean to. suggest that these 
scoundrels come to Tramore for the purpose 
of turning over a new leaf ?' asked District 
Justice McCabe, addressing Mr. Farrell, 
solicitor, at Waterford Court yesterday, when 
Mr. Farrell suggested that five men in the 
dock were ordinary visitors.

LATER RACIN 
EXPERIMENT. 
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FIREBALL MAKES AMENDS,

From Our TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENT. 
HURST PARK, Friday Night. 

The experiment of starting racing at half- 
past three this afternoon instead of at the 
usual hour of two o'clock, seemed to have 
been a crushing failure so far as the main 
object, that of attractin = more people to the 
meeting, was concern The attendance 
looked to be smaller than usual, and the 
disturbance of the usual routine of the day, 
luncheon on the course and so on, seemed to 
rob the proceedings of all its life. It was 
from this point of view one of the dullest 
days I can remember. and the general public, 
for whom all this was arranges, did not come. 

There is probably some hope for later rac- 
ing in the London -:area en Saturday after- 
noons, but the experience of to-day suggests 
that it will not get an extra person in the 
aggregate during the week-days. There are 
a few strays who will, perhaps, be attracted, 
but then: there is another slave of leisurely 
people who live, perhaps, fifty or more miles 
from London who will come to the Metropolis 
in the morning. do some business, and then 
come racing. As all the good trains to the 
counties within a hundred miles radius of 
London leave around six o'clock, they are 
condemned to an interminably slow train, 
whieh gets them home long after dinner time. 
That will seem to many people a gobd reason 
for not coming. 

The sport this afternoon was not excep- 
tionally interesting. Two very old friends 
and rivals. Mr. H. S. Persse and Mr. R. C. 
Dawson, ran first and second for the Robin 
Hood Stakes with Star Eyes and Red Runner, 
the former being the property of the Stock- 
bridge trainer and the latter of the wife of 
the Whatcombe trainer. The pair had met 
previousiy af Goodwood, when Red Runner 
won, but here, with 7lb. the worst of the 
weights, he was beaten three-parts of a length 
hy Star Eyes. 

BRED AT THE MOYGLARE STUD. 

This winner is a nice colt by the Argentine 
horse, Buen Ojo, bred at the Movglare stud, 
of whom |] wrote at some length when he won 
on his first appearance at Goodwood. He was 
well away to-day, and was always a little 
too good for Red Runner. The running was 
made by Simeon's Charm, a colt by Zria’s 
Charm out of Lady Simeon, bred, I think, by 
Mr. J. C. Sullivan. He was caught in the 
last furlong. and finished third, beaten three- 
parts of a “length by the second. 

The unlucky one of this race was Douglas 
Pickering’s Norada, who, on the strength of 
having run second to The Black Abbot, was 
made a very strong favourite. She lost some 
six lengths at the gate, and then the boy, 
Baines, who rode, hurried to make up the 
ground and joined the leaders a furlong from 
home. but that was as far as she ever got. 
The efforts was too much, and she was just 
beaten out of a place. 

Lys D’Or, a French-bred colt, who had 
shown most promising form last season, came 
to run for a selling plate, and odds, were laid 
on him, but he is a very moderate animal on 
this showing, and was beaten a length and a 
half by Wootton’s Grandene. 

Mr. Persse won the two-vear- = seller with 
Lady Helen McCalmont’s filly by Lemonora. 
out of Bachelor Princess. who staved on well 
to hold off Sunflake and win by three-quarte:'s 
She fell to Mr. Cottrill’s bid cf 
490 guineas afterwards. 

Balderston was sold by Wootton after he 
had won a selling race at Epsom Spring 
Meeting. and m the colours of the Maharajan 
of. Rajpipla and ridden by P. Donoghue ne 
won an open handicap, the Maze Plate, 
starting at 100 to 7. He drew away in the 
lost furlong, and, giving nothing else a 
chance.-he won by four lengths from Norman 
Duke. 

A STRONG FINISH. 

Very strongly ridden by Smirke Lord 
dale’s Fireball, who had been well beaten 
when he started favourite at Goodwood, took 
the Wilderness Plate from Talpa’ and 
Amundsen. He was nearly last when they 
came into the straight, and he put in some 
strong work to get the better of Talpa, who 
looked an easy winner when he had taken 
up the running from Amundsen. 

Mr. Cottnil won the last race of the day, 
the Apprentices’ Plate, with Sir Abe Bailey s 
Lac D’ Armour. 

One of the interesting things here to- 
morrew will be the re-appearance of Buland, 
who was such a smart two-year-old last 
season, in the race for the Richemount 
Stakes, from which Felstead and Cyclonic 
have been scratched. He has only run once 
this season—in the Iwo Thousand Guineas— 
and he may not beat OCURRY and Marconi- 
gram. The preference is for the former of 
this pair PLUMBAGO may win the 
Fountain Plate, and THE GIRL FRIEND the 
Lennox Plate.
